That  is  t 
idoology  of  tho  KODO  (Imperial  Way)  group.  This  group  wore  of  course 
opposoifto  tho  Manchurian  Incident  and  tho  China  Incident  and  in  absolute 
opposition  to  tho  peaceful  march  into  French  Indo-China  and  the  Pacific 
War.  La  to  foreign  problems,  apart  from  danoat:c  ..lfairs  tho  KODO 
(Imperial  Way)  group  and  tho  TQSEI  (Control)  gtoup  were  quitc  differont 
from  oach  other  in  ideology  and  had  each  its  own  way.  It  happened, 
howovor,  that  tho  February  26th  Incident  resultod  in  the  complete  down- 
fall  of  tho  KODO  (Imperial  Way)  group,  because  they  participated  inthe 
incident.  Thus  it  gave  an  opening  chance  to  foroign  pol  cie 
later  led  to  tho  China  Incident  and  tho  present  war. 


Once  the  Japanese  spirit  or  Japanism  prevailed  upon  the  P°J;^oal 
circlos  and  tho  street  of  Japan,  so  much  so  that  tho  eener^  pubU 
frowned  at  it.  They  thought  it  was  tho  KODO  group  led  by 
and  Gon.  MLZLKI  that  would  mislead  the  Anny  and  tho  Stato.  Discipline 
of  °the  Arnywould  be  enforced  only  toy  sweeping  away  the 
group,  ttoy  believed.  Therefore  they  loudly  applauded  its  downfall  Jus 
after  tho  Fobruaiy  26th  Incident.  But  that  is  not  so.  On  the  contrary 
tho  Lrm  strengthened  its  political  say  at  home  by  this  incident. 
Moreover  tho  so-called  China  and  South  groups  in  the  AiW 
oxpolling  tho  KODO  gi^oup.  or  tho  so-called  anti-Soviet  group  and  in 

loading  the  nation  as  they  liked.
